In claim 6 . in line 3, It appears that "a list" should be changed to -a second 
list- for clarity since first "a list of ... volumes" is introduced in claim 1 line 4. In 
lines 5-6, it is unclear how "a list of volumes" is different from "a list of volumes" in 
line 3 and in claim 1 line 4 



In claim 10 . in line 11,- another - should be added between "from" and 
"one" for clarity 
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In claim 16 . in line 4, it appears that "a list" should be changed to -a second 
list- for clarity. In lines 6-7, it is unclear how "a list of volumes" is different from "a 
list of volumes" in line 4 and in claim 10 line 5 

In claim 19 . in line 8, -- another - should be added between "from" and "one" 
for clarity 

In claim 23 . in line 3, it appears that "a list" should be changed to -a second 
list- for clarity. In lines 5-6, it is unclear how "a list of volumes" is different from "a 
list of volumes" in line 3 and in claim 19 line 4. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

6. Claims 1 -26 are allowable over the prior art of record.
